Family History is the fastest growing hobby 
in England thanks to television programmes 
like 'Who do you think you are' which has 
now been running for seven seasons. The 
Ramsey and District U3A have a Family 
History group which meets twice a month so 
the question is what do we do? Is it all heavy 
research using long words and serious faces? 
Do we use our quill pens to write out family 
names in beautiful script on parchment? 
The answer is certainly not, we have far too 
much fun to be thought of as serious. Let me 
explain. 

All families are made up of mothers, fathers 
and children back through the generations. 
They can remain as names on pages or 
they can come alive. With a little time and 
effort you would be surprised what you can 
discover. 


Take work for instance. The Family History 
group was asked to choose one member 
of any branch of their family to research 
their occupation over the years using family 
records and stories, the census records, and 
anything else we could lay hands on. 

Stable boy to millionaire 

Nick's ancestor was Isaac Hector Pratt who 
was born in 1834. He was a stable boy at 
14 but by the time he was 25 he owned a 
coffee shop in Chelsea London and by the 
time he was 35 he was the owner of an hotel 
in Mayfair. From stable boy to millionaire 
wasn't bad going. 

Joan's great grandfather Charles Bester 
was born in Warboys. He was a policeman 
for three years until he embarked on the 


profession of mole catcher. Charles Bester's 
occupation became a family business 
and in 1911 Charles was a mole catcher in 
Wimblington and his son Charles was a mole 
catcher in Doddington. When his son died 
the tradition, knowledge and skills died with 
him. 

Sylvia's great uncle James Murrell joined 
the West Kent regiment at the age of 15 as 
a drummer boy. The life of a drummer boy 
appeared rather glamorous and as a result 
boys would sometimes run away from home 
to enlist. Although there were usually official 
age limits these were often ignored. James 
fought in India for twelve years and served 
in the army until 1919, ending after the Great 
War when he served as a gunner. 

Maynard's fruit gums 

Lynda's ancestors were Master and Matron 
of a workhouse, Brian's was a sweep in 
London, while Mary had a professor of music 
which impressed us greatly. Evan's ancestor 
was connected to Maynard's fruit gums and 
we all sucked on samples as he told us about 
their factory. Chris had a cabinet maker, Fran 
a silk weaver, Nina a surgeon, Alison a stoker 
in the merchant navy, Eileen's ancestor 
worked on the railway and Lainey's was a 
lighterman on the fens. 

Anne found her third cousin twice removed 
proved to be very interesting. Salvatore was 
born in Sicily but moved to America when 
he was 10. The family lived on the East Side 
of Manhattan. He changed his names to 
Charles but was known by his nickname 
'Lucky'. He turned out to be Lucky Luciano 
the infamous Mafia Boss of the 1930's. He 
earned $4 million dollars a year during the 
days of Prohibition, but he never married 


because he didn't want his son to be the son 
of a gangster. He ended up as head of the 
five crime families in America and died of a 
heart attack in 1962. 

Peruke Maker 

And what about me? My fourth great-grand¬ 
father, William Stratton, was a Peruke 
Maker. He made wigs for gentlemen in the 
late 1700's. When the British Government 
decided to levy a tax of one guinea (£1:10) 
on the hair powder used on wigs in 1795 
it made them so expensive they fell out of 
fashion. In 1797 William had become a ladies 
hairdresser which doesn't quite have the 
same ring as peruke maker does it? 

From servants to millionaires, sweet maker 
to Mafia Boss the variety from our twenty 
members is amazing. Much laughter and 
gasps of surprise accompanied the stories 
told and we moved onto our next project 
wiser, and with greater appreciation of the 
work done by our ancestors.

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BOOK REVIEW 



Calm Like Htme 


by Kaisa Clark 


Secrets, lies, anger, resentment; all four 
words encompass Adam's inner turmoil. He 
is a haunted character who hides behind 
smiles, a cool facade and a painful past which 
he cannot escape. It becomes abundantly 
clear that Alexi is the key to unlocking 
these secrets and with her comes a love like 
nothing else. 

Although intense, the relationship doesn't 
fell too forced. It covers natural insecurities 
within any relationship; both are unable to 
say what they truly feel, which inevitably 
leads to that conflict which is much needed 
in a book such as this. 

Young adults from all over would find this 
story line particularly interesting as it covers 
the carefree lifestyles of college grads 
embark on parties, drinking, and sex. 

Alexi's inner monologue really allows you 
to delve into her deepest reservations. 
Although her conflicting emotions could 
make the avid reader's head swim, you 
begin to justify her actions. Clark ensures 
that the she has been introduced well. Adam 
meanwhile is the mysterious type, however 
we expect this as Alexi is the only view point 
we encounter. 

It would have been a great advantage to 
invest some time into other characters 


instead of limiting it to the protagonists. 
Damian for example is Adam's eternal 
sidekick and would have been an interesting 
character to read about. As would Annabelle, 
Alexi's right hand woman. Possibly there 
is scope to find out about their views in a 
novella perhaps? 

The pacing of the book is very well done. 
There is a definition in the seasons which 
impacts on both readers' and Alexi's 
torment. 

There is meaning behind the title that only 
becomes clear upon reading the book. 
One interpretation could be that the home 
doesn't necessarily have to be defined as a 
place or a specific memory; it can be a person 
with which you build your life around. Alexi 
amplifies this theory by explaining that 
when Adam is gone, her apartment is not 
the same anymore. 

I think Clark succeeded in portraying in her 
writing a couple 
whose souls were 
meant to be 
intertwined. It gives 
any reader the 
assurance that love 
can still be found 
within the depths 
of despair.

RECIPE OF THE MONTH 



Chicken with Tomatoes and Honey 


This chicken dinner is very easy to prepare 
as the onions do not need frying first. 
Serves 2 

2 chicken breasts 

3 tablespoons of butter (or sunflower oil 
if you prefer) 

1 onion chopped very finely (or grated) 

1 garlic clove crushed 
1 tsp of ground cinnamon 
% tsp ground ginger 

1 tin of tomatoes (or 500 gm tomatoes 
skinned) 

2 tbs of runny honey 

Salt and pepper ^SERVES | 

Garnish (optional) 

25 gm flaked almonds 
1 tbs sesame seeds 


Chop each chicken breast into 3 or 4 pieces 
and place in a pan with the butter or oil, 
tomatoes, onion, cinnamon, ginger and 
salt and pepper. Bring to the boil and cook 
very gently with the pan covered for about 
45 mins stirring occasionally to make sure 
it does not stick. Add water if it is getting 
too thick. 

When the chicken is cooked stir in the 
honey and heat through. 

For the garnish, fry the almonds in a small 
amount of oil or toast them and the sesame 
seeds in a dry frying pan or toast under the 
grill. 

This can be served with couscous, rice or 
potatoes and a salad or a seasonal vegetable 
such as runner beans.

Mr Vara, recently returned from Westminster 
with new ministerial responisbilities, has 
written to Mark Lloyd, Chief Executive of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, on two occasions, 
urging him to consider putting safety barriers 
along the River Nene in Ramsey and to review 
plans to switch off street lamps in Bury at night. 
IN the case of the River Nene, Natalie Scotchford 
tragically drowned two years ago and her 
friends are now campaigning for the location 
of the accident to be made safer. Rebecca 
Elliott-Peck has contacted Mr Vara following 
which he has written to Mr Lloyd asking him 
to look into the feasibility of putting up safety 
barriers along this treacherous piece of road. 
Spaeking of the issue, Mr Vara said that "This 
is a site on the River Nene which took away the 
life of Natalie Scotchford, a young woman who 
had so much to live for. It is important that we 
do all we can to prevent future tragedies and 
I have therefore asked the county council to 
look into the feasibility of putting up safety 
barriers along this part of the rival. I commend 
Rebecca and her friends in trying to ensure that 
future tragedies are avoided." 



Campaigner Rebecca Elliott-Peck added "to 
put into words how much this campaign 
means to myself and so many others is not 
done with ease. However, I will start by saying 
we are not the first to fight for such protection 
along this river and until something has been 
done I can assure you we will not be the last. 
Barriers, no matter the cost, will save lives and 
provide safer roads for those living in the area, I 
and many others believe that is vital. How many 
more will we have to lose before we realise 
enough is enough? We need to act now." 

With regards to Bury, the village has been 
chosen as one of sixteen parishes in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire which will be controlled by 
a Central Management System. This will 
mean that the street lights can be controlled 
remotely, via mobile internet signal, and would 
be switched off completely for a certain period 
each night. (continued on next page...)

Shed Burglaries in Wistow 

In my last Reporter article I warned about the 
danger of shed burglaries during the summer 
months. During July and August there were 
very few such burglaries in Ramsey and 
Warboys but there were several in one night at 
the end of July in Wistow. 

Two suspects were arrested for a series of 
burglaries that had previously occurred in 
Hollow Lane. Please continue to be vigilant 
with your home security and make sure that 
everything is locked away when not in use. 

We have found that many of the items stolen 
in shed and garage burglaries are sold on at 
car boot sales and internet auction sites. The 
problem we have is identifying this property; 
there were thousands of Flymos made, how do 
we know which one is yours? 

Serial numbers 

Most power tools have a serial number on 
them, record this and keep it somewhere 
safe. Better still get it security marked or just 
put some sort of identifying mark on it. The 
same goes for bicycles. Cycling is probably the 
fastest growing sport and leisure activity in the 
country at the moment and lots of people are 
spending small fortunes on fancy two wheeled 
steeds then not recording any details about 
them.

Mr Vara along with local councillor, Cllr Peter 
Bucknell, and Mr John Prestage, Chairman 
of Bury Parish Council, are concerned about 
the plans and feel that there could be serious 
implications for both pedestrians and 
motorists. Mr Vara commented that he "very 
much hope that common sense will prevail." 
while Cllr Peter Bucknell added that he was 
"totally shocked to read the proposals to 
switch-off the majority of the street lights in 
the village of Bury and have requested jus¬ 
tification from the County Council. Why do 
seventeen parishes have Central Management 
Systems whilst, thankfully, the other sixty seven 
Huntingdonshire parishes do not?" 


All cycles have a frame number stamped 
underneath the pedal boss, how many 
people have made a note of it? We have some 
excellent cycle descriptive forms on which you 
can record everything about your bike from 
the size and make of the wheels to the shape 
of the handlebars. This is particularly useful to 
us because if the bike is stolen you can send 
us a copy of the completed form, then we 
have a full description of the bike to help us 
to return it to you if it turns up. To obtain one 
of these forms please contact us by e-mailing 
huntscops@cambs.pnn.police.uk. 

There continues to be sporadic damage caused 
in Warboys. This damage has been caused 
to community facilities such as playground 
equipment and sports facilities. Many people 
work very hard to provide these facilities for the 
community and it is very sad when mindless 
vandals spoil them. I would encourage parents 
and guardians to ensure they are aware of 
what their child is doing when they are out, 
especially during the evenings. If you have 
any information that might lead to the identi¬ 
fication of those responsible for these crimes 
please contact police by dialing 101 or by 
e-mailing the huntscops address above.

CRUNCH Time for Youth- 
Activities in Ramsey & 


We know many were disappointed when the 
Chaos youth club organised by the County 
Council closed its doors earlier this year due 
to staffing issues. 

Ramsey Neighbourhoods Trust are delighted 
to announce that, with funding from 
Ramsey Million and Ramsey Town Council 
plus premises provided by Cambridgeshire 
County Council, a new club is to be formed 
called CRUNCH. 

Completely new club 

Over the summer CRUNCH activities 
specifically for young people aged 11+ have 
already begun. This gave our youth workers 
the opportunity to start engaging with our 
young people. The new CRUNCH club will be 
held in the youth centre on the Abbey College 
site but this is a completely new club. The staff 
realise that listening to the young people of 
Ramsey is key to making CRUNCH a success. 
Over the next few months lead youth worker 
Mick Oliver and his team, employed by 


Ramsey Neighbourhoods Trust, will be 
working with our young people to find out 
exactly what they would like to see happening 
at CRUNCH. The first job will be to get the 
paint brushes out to do some redecoration. 
But the team won’t be doing this alone - the 
young people will be encouraged to help out 
with both ideas and labour. 

Local volunteers needed 

The employed staff will also be training local 
volunteers who have an interest in helping 
out. We want this new club to truly reflect 
our community so if you are interested please 
contact us. You will need to be prepared to 
undergo a DBS check and be able to complete 
Level 1 Youth Work Training which will be 
held on a Saturday. 

We really want to get this right for our young 
people so we are not rushing into opening 
the club. The training sessions will start first 
and will run from September into October. 



October half-term will be set-aside for 
redecoration and then the team will organise 
two promotional nights with live music 
(October 30th & November 27th). The club 
will begin operating on a weekly basis from 
8th January 2016.

The Highway Code states: When in a vehicle 
make sure dogs or other animals are suitably 
restrained so they cannot distract you while 
you are driving or injure you, or themselves, 
if you stop quickly. A seat belt harness, pet 
carrier, dog cage or dog guard are ways of 
restraining animals in cars. 

You might have the most well behaved furry 
friend who sits patiently, but are you 100% 
sure that they wouldn't jump at you if they 
got scared or jump across you if they see a 
dog on the pavement next to you? Don't 
forget there's also a risk to them if you 
suddenly break - pets have been known to 
be thrown through windshields in serious 
accidents. Large unrestrained dogs also 
pose a risk to you if they go into the back of 
your chair (or you!) with a sudden stop. 

For the safety of everyone - we urge you to 
please harness or cage your pets whilst you 
drive. 

While we talk about cars we also like to 
highlight another item on the Highway 
Code; 

Keep dogs on a short lead when walking 
on the pavement, road or path shared with 
cyclists or horse riders. 



We wince when we see dogs on unlocked 
extender leads walking down the road. 
People think they have control because the 
dog is on the lead but remember length 
of the lead is not just ahead, it's a radius 
around you. If your dog is 10 feet ahead of 
you, they can also reach 10 feet to the side - 
and perhaps this is straight into a road. Sadly 
we have seen such cases with devastating 
consequences. 

Please keep your pets safe - use restraints 
while in the car and walk them on a short 
lead only near roads!

Mike Stitson, Chair of the MVA said, "This 
will enhance and extend the sports and 
play facilities currently available to the 
community with all age groups now being 
catered for, as we will have fitness facilities 
to suit 1 to 101 in the community." 

Installation will be completed by the end 
of October and the community will then 
have access at all times. 

The Amey Community Fund awards grants 
to support community, environmental 


and heritage projects run by non-profit 
organisations based in Cambridgeshire 
within 10 miles of a landfill site. The fund is 
managed by Cambridgeshire Community 
Foundation and is part of a voluntary en¬ 
vironmental tax credit scheme called the 
Landfill Communities Fund.

What happened to the Workhouse? 



Ramsey Rotary 
Club and 
guests were

Upwood part 
time tutor Liz 
Carter. Liz is a member of the University 
of Cambridge ICE (Institute of Continuing 
Education) team. 

Liz highlited the history of three local 
Workhouses - Huntingdon, St Ives and St 
Neots together with background and set up of 
workhouses. 

Liz Carter 

In England and Wales the workhouse, 
colloquially known as a spike, was a place 
where those unable to support themselves 
were offered accommodation and 
employment. Most were employed on tasks 
such as breaking stones, crushing bones to 
produce fertiliser, or picking oakum using a 
large metal nail known as a spike, perhaps 
the origin of the workhouse's nickname. The 
earliest known use of the term dates from 1631. 

Origins 

The origins of the workhouse can be traced 
to the Poor Law Act of 1388, which attempted 
to address the labour shortages following 



the Black Death in England by restricting the 
movement of labourers, and ultimately led 
to the state becoming responsible for the 
support of the poor. 

The current Welfare State beginnings can 
be traced back to these times. 

Huntingdon workhouse

The Victorian Union workhouse later became 
Walnut Tree House, and then Petersfield 
Hospital. The buildings have now been 
demolished and is now a housing estate. 

St Neots workhouse

A small house at 2 Brook Street was once used 
as the St Neots parish poorhouse. The new 
St Neots Union workhouse was eventually 
built in 1841-2 at Eaton Socon. 

The main building, later used as a veterinary 
centre for horses, is now known as the White 
House and used as residential accommodation. 
St Ives workhouse was made over to council 
control in 1930 and sold to a developer in 
1948. The building was eventually converted 
to private housing.

Meeting Cllr Bucknell 

Councillor Peter Bucknell has represented 
Bury and Warboys for over a decade in Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire District Council. Last Month, we 
were able to sit down with him to discuss his 
time in service to the community, and his new 
role as Chairman of the Council. 

Having moved into Cambridge in 1970, Peter 
is no stranger to the area. A family man with 
two children, he is currently approaching his 
fiftieth wedding anniversary, having spent the 
majority of his married life in the area. First 
elected in 2004, Peter holds a nearly spotless 
attendance record. Over tea in Ramsey, I ask 
how this role differs from that of a normal 
councillor. 

Firstly, this new role comes with all manner 
of new responsibilities. As opposed to the 
Executive Chairman, who chairs the Cabinet, 
the Chairman drives the agenda and indeed 
the full council meetings themselves. Peter, 
an old hand after extensive experience as 
a chairman of several committees, is also 
expected to attend social and political 
events on behalf of the council, and becomes 
something of the public face for the body, in a 
similar way to a Town Mayor. 

Indeed, it is the aforementioned committees 
that we spend most of the session discussing. 
When I ask for some of Peter's highlights, 
he speaks of his time on the Licencing and 
Planning committees as one of his highlights, 
"you are able to interact with people", he tells 
me, "and that is the best way to sort things 
out". 

In between cups of tea, I am able to ask 
the question that has been nagging at me, 
namely why he chose to become a councillor, 



especially while running his own business. 
"The business actually helps", he told me, 
"I was able to cut my hours down, and naturally 
you take up other roles." 

As for how he has become one of the 
most recognisable councillors in the area, 
it comes down to people, which is Peter's 
true motivation. "It's great to be able to do 
something for the community as a whole, and 
if you work at it people do come to respect

INSPIRING WOMEN 


100 Years On -The Wl, as relevant today as in 1915

If you have been watching The Great British 
Menu' are were glued to the ITV series 'Home 
Fires' you will have not failed to notice that 
the Wl is celebrating its centenary this 
year. Throughout villages and towns in the 
Ramsey and Warboys area groups of women 
meet in local Women's Institutes (Wl) to 
make new friends, learn new skills and make 
a difference on matters that are important 
to them. However, did you know that the Wl 
is the largest women's group in the country 
with over 212,000 members? - more than 
any of the three main political parties. Over 
the years the Wl has managed to be both 
part of the establishment, and, at the same 
time, a deeply revolutionary organisation 
campaigning on issues from equal pay to 
climate change, from gaps in the midwifery 
workforce to the plight of the honey bee. 
The Wl has built the reputation of a practical 
and ambitious organisation that doesn't 
shy away from tricky issues. To mark the 
centenary of this remarkable organisation 
celebrations are being held all over the 
country but what is the Wl? Where and why 
did it start? Read on to find a 'very' potted 
history...(Picture 1) 

The Early Years 

The Wl originally started in Canada in the 
19th century holding its first UK meeting 
on 16th September 1915, in Anglesey, Wales 
(Picture 2). It was and still is non-party-po¬ 
litical, non-religious and open to women 
of all ages and classes - including royalty. 
Canadian Madge Watt was appointed to 
set up WIs across the UK during the WWI to 
encourage countrywomen to get involved 
in growing and preserving food to help 
to increase the nation's food supply. On 
October 16th 1917 the National Federation 
of Women's Institutes (NFWI) was formed, 
when the annual subscription was set at two 
shillings giving everyone an equal say in this 
truly democratic organisation. Remember 
the Wl was set up before women had the 
vote so then, as now, any member could 
stand for office or propose a resolution on 
which to campaign. 

Many of the early members were some of 
the gutsiest women in the country, including 
academics, suffragettes, and social activists 
who realised that women working together 
were able to effect change. One of these 
women was Mrs Margaret Winteringham 
who was elected as Member of Parliament 
for Louth in 1921. She was the first English 
born female MP and only the second woman 
to take up her seat. 

In 1919 'Home and Country', the original 
monthly NFWI magazine, was first published. 
This was succeeded by 'Wl Life' in 2007 which 
is delivered to every member as part of their 
subscription. This magazine continues to be 
the main communication between NFWI 
and its members alongside the organisa¬ 
tions growing number of Facebook and 
Twitter followers. 


Jam and Jerusalem 

During WWI the Board of Agriculture 
allocated sugar to WIs for fruit preserving 
for communal use. Once again, in WWII, 
the NFWI was invited by the Ministry of 
Agriculture to organise a Co-operative Fruit 
Preservation Scheme. Between 1940 and 
1945 more than 5,300 tons of fruit were 
preserved making use of nearly 12 million 
pounds of fruit, which might otherwise have 
been wasted. (Picture 3) 

Jerusalem was first sung at the Annual 
General Meeting in 1924, starting a tradition 
that continues to this day. Previously 
Jerusalem had been used by the National 
Union of Suffrage Societies in the 1918 
celebrations of women's enfranchisement 
and many of the leaders of the NFWI had 
also been part of the struggle to win the 
vote for women. By singing Jerusalem 
the Wl acknowledged its links with the 
wider women's movement and affirmed its 
commitment to improving the conditions of 
rural life. 

The Denman Connection 

Mention the word Denman to Wl members 
and their immediate thoughts will be of the 
Wl College in Oxfordshire, the home of Wl 
learning, where hundreds of different craft, 
cookery and lifestyle courses are run for 
members and non-members alike(Picture 
4). The Wl Cookery School is also based 
in the grounds and boasts a vast range of 
courses. Over a period of three years, in the 
1940's, every Wl was invited to raise £10 and 
in 1946 Denman was bought. At this time of 
rationing curtains were made from bleached 
black-out curtains and Federations offered 
to equip the bedrooms. The college was 
named Denman College to honour Lady 
Denman who wasthe first National Chairman 
and, at the outbreak of the Second World 
War, she was also invited by the Minister of 
Agriculture to become the Director of the 
Women's Land Army. 

A Force to be Reckoned 
With 

The Wl has a long history of campaigning, 
changing things for the better by exerting 
their individual and collective influence. It 
has brought a series of controversial issues 
into the public domain and forced changes 
in legislation and government policy. 

For example in the early 1990s the NFWI 
was one of the founding members of the 
Fairtrade Foundation and in 1986 was one of 
the first organisations to talk about AIDS. In 
1975 the Wl began lobbying the government 
to set up breast screening clinics and as 
early as 1964 members were debating the 
dangers of smoking in public places. In 1954 
a campaign led to the formation of the Keep 
Britain Tidy group and a resolution calling 
for 'equal pay for equal work' was passed 
ini943. (Picture 5)

When you think of Upwood, the first thing that 
springs to mind isn't necessarily what comes 
to mind. Local musician James Erskine, as the 
front-man for country pop-rockers Black Smoke 
Symphony, is hoping to change that. 

When one passes the unassuming house on the 
corner of Bluntisham High Street, you would 
never imagine a fully equipped recording studio 
lies in the back room. However, this is the home of 
Stevie V, producer of chart topping records such 
as Dirty Cash (recently covered by Dizzie Rascal). 
In the back room, surrounded by monitors, 
switches and guitars, are the boys of Black Smoke 
Symphony recording their new song. 

Recently moved to Upwood, James has been 
gigging for over a decade, having fallen in love 
with the country sound at what he describes as 
"almost an old-fashioned honky-tonk bar where I 
grew up". Not a full-time musician yet, James has 
been playing the pub circuits and smaller venues 
for some time, and admits that working alongside 
the music can be tough. However, he is fully 
focused on the band, to which he contributes a 
smooth modern edge with his passionate vocals, 
which combine with biting licks and a classic 
guitar sound to produce great country rock. 
Obviously, James is not going it alone. Alongside 



his lead vocals, Charlie Luscombe provides the 
lead guitar, while Will Makower lends a hand on 
the keyboard and provides backing vocals, which 
were largely the subject of our visit. Formed in 
February, Will and James have been working 
together for years, having started recording as 
young men on an old-style 8 track. It was several 
more years before James met Charlie, who he 
began playing the pub scene with a few years 
ago as an acoustic duo. When they decided to 
form Black Smoke Symphony, Will was their 
first call, and enthusiastically accepted. Having 
recently auditioned for drummers, the band is 
well on the way to breaking out of the pubs and 
getting on the road. 

James also brings a modern element, to the 
music and the marketing. Alongside his melodic 
vocals and song writing talents, James has 
developed part of the bands image platform, 
including creating an app to go alongside the 
new single. Still in development, we can reveal 
this Rock Band-style mobile game will be hitting 
the shelves soon, allowing you to play along 
with the band's new hit. This new single, which 
we were fortunate enough to hear on the night, 
moves slightly away from their first release Wait 
all Night, bringing an upbeat tone. 

Obviously, this isn't something that the guys 
want to reveal too much about, it being only 
the second single, but we can say there is plenty 
to look forward to. At the session we attended, 
legendary local producer Stevie V put the band 
through their paces, spending hours nailing the 
backing vocals until they were quite literally pitch 
perfect. James later informed us the session went 
on long into the night, so we can be assured of a 
great sound when the single drops at the end of 
the month. 

Hitmaker Stevie V seems very confident in the 
boys, which are a slight departure from his usual 
style. "They have a great sound, it's fun to with 
these vocals and I like their style" he told us. Does 
he think they have what it takes? "Absolutely. 
They can go far". How far? Well, the new line-up 
have just had their first gig at Upwood's own 
Cross Keys, and it was a good one. 

Next month, we'll be revisiting the boys and 
seeing how their first gig went down.
